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The Chorus is so arranged that the Air ean be sung as a Solo, or the Air and Alto as a Duett. 
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In the old church yard near, by the brooks quiet rill, 
Nought is heard but the ery of the lone whippoorwill, 
And violets blossom in spring near that brook , 
Beneath the old yew tree that shelters the nook, 
Where sleeps gentle Flora whose prayer while she smild, 
Was “here dearest mother, lay Flora your child.” 
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
